AMERON IS 
GUILTY ON 
NINE COUNTS 


Former Minister Will Be Sen- 
tenced at Calgary Today— 
Caught at Edmonton 


CALGARY, April 14.—Duncan Cameron, 
former minister, was found guilty this 
afternoon on nine cvunts of forging and 
uttering checks. This is his second trial, 
the jury having disagreed at the first 
trial, Cameron was remanded till  to- 
morrow for sentence. He ‘was’ charged 
with forgery and cashing checks totalling 
$7,000 several months ago. 

On Cameron's plea of insanity, Judge 
Walsh, in hts charge to tie jury, stated 
that the jury would have to decide wheth- 
er, in their belief, Cameron was out of 
his mind at the time she committed the 
crimes. Cameron's crime was one of the 
most sensational konwn here, He cashed 
$4,000 worth of checks in local banks, 
slipped into the basement of a focal hotel, 
changed his clothes, put his grip on ‘the 
northbound train, then took a taxi for 
Alvdmle, north of the city. There the 
cashed checks for $3,000. The police 
caught him as he was entering Edmonton.

OTTAWA, April 14.—Echoes of the 
Quebec riots of 1918, and charges 
and counter-cherges on campaign 
funds were heard in the house today. 
George Parent, of Quebec West, rais- 
ed the question of the riots on the 
point of compensition for “innocent 
victims’ who “were either killed or 
wounded by the soldiers of His Ma- 
Jesty.” 

Mr. Parent claimed that newspaper 
reports of the resistance offered to 
conscription officers were greatly ex- 
aggerated and publication of sucn re- 
ports had influenced the government 
to use military force. He read let- 
ters In which soldiers were accused of 
looting a c'gar store and seriously 
{injuring the proprietor, of unneces- 
sary molestation of civillans and of 
insulting priests who had gone out 
to minister to the injured and dying. 
Mr. Parent had submitted a «motion 
which was merely ene of production 
of papers. Following debate, Hon, 
C. J. Doherty, minister of justice, an- 
nounced that there wag no objection 
to production of papers and the mo- 
tion passed. 

Question of Compensation 

Mr. Doherty promised further that 
cabinet consideration would be given 
to the general question of compen- 
sation, But the specific cases cited 


by Mr. Parent, he added, were exparta)| 


statements, They were not evidence. 
Payment of public moneys on such 
statements would not be justified. 

There was considerable discussion 
on a motion by J. H. Burnham, East 
Peterboro, dealing with large cam- 
paign funds, 

The resolution follows: 

“That, in the opinion of thia house, 
in view of the reported staternent by 
the Rev. Ben Spence ,that another 
prohibition referendum in Ontario 
would cost the prohibitionists five 
million dollars, and in view of the 
fact that such {!mmense sums tend to 
the corruption, by patronage and 
otherwise of press and people and to 
the destruction of public llberty, and 
public morals, and in view of the re- 
ported collection of party funds for 
the Farmers’ party and parties, and 
in view of the fact that a coming

Burnham very Critical 

Campaign funds, said Mr. Burnham 
should be made illegal. Mr. Burn- 
ham was particularly critical of the 
Dominion Alliance, the ¥.M.C.A. and 
the Farmers’ party. . He spoke of the 
farmers shaking their fists in the 
faces of the people “after having de- 
luded them into believing that they 


have given their money to rid the 
country of corruption,” 
Mr, Burnham, at the outset, had 


some difficulty in securing a seconder 
for hia motion. Two members to 
whom he appealed declined the hon- 
or. Thomas Hay, of Selkirk, who 
consented, was careful to explain af- 
terwards that he did so only to have 
the question discussed—he did not 
agree with all Mr. Burnham had sald, 

Mr. Burnham, in finally withdraw- 
ing his motion, concluded with the 
remarks that so far as prohibition 
waa concerned he believed it was 
anti-Christ'an and came from _ the 
devil to whom {t would finally return

Military Fire Ball Cartridges 


BELFAST. April 14.—(Assoctated 
Press.)—Soldiers fired ball cartridges 
over the heads of crowds gathered at 
the Londonderry st&tion today and 
two civilians were wounded. 

The crowds at the station assembled 
with the expectation of greeting the 
errival of Sinn Fein prisoners. Armed 
owes were summoned to the scene, 

ut the gathering became so threaten- 
ing that two companies of soldiers, 
who wers accompanied by an armored 
car, were called and ordered to make 
@ bayonet charge. , 

The military was subjected, to a 
fierce fusilade of stones ang fired 
volleys of blank cartridges in /an en- 
eavour eto warn the peoplé. The 
blanks proving ineffective, weveral 
rounds of ball cartridges were dis- 
charged over the heads of the people 
and two olvillans received injuries 
from ‘glancing bullets. 

Later in the day Sinn Feln prison- 
ers arrived and were taken in motor 
cars to the Londonderry jail. 


ALL PRISONERS NOT 
RELEASED UNCONDITIONALLY, 


DUBLIN, April 14.—(Associated 
Press.)—It {is officially announced that 
it is not intended to release all the 
hunger sfrikers tn Mount Joy prison 
unconditionally, but that an order has 
been issued that those requiring medi- 
cal treatment outside the prison will 
be released on parole for periods to 
be specified in the case of each indi- 
vidual by the prison doctor. 

After only four of the prisoners had 
been removed from Mount Joy prison, 
the government intervened with the 
conditions pertaining to the rein- 
carceration of the hunger strikes after 
hospital treatment. 

The prisoners refused the new 
terms. When a danger arose that 
thére would be a refusal of further 
departure from the prison by the 
hunger strikers the lord mayor again 
visited the vice regal lodge with a 
view to having the order rescinded. 

The lord mayor who went to see 
Lord French at the vice regal lodge 
when a hitch arose at Dublin castle 
through a stipulation that the prison- 
ers must return to their captivity on 
their recovery, stated on his return 
that the prisoners would be released 
unconditionally. 

“Cat and Mouse Policy.” 


The prisoners had refused to accept 
the stipulation on the ground that 
{t was re-application of the “cat and 
mouse” policy.

{noon is regarded as a_ complete 
| triumph for the hunger strike and Its 
lally, the general strike.

Planned Strike in England,

The absence of military from the 
streets today was conspicuous. There 
were no tanks or armoured cars post- 
ed at the jall, and the barbed wire 
barricades had been removed. Tho 
Ir'sh volunteers resumed charge of 
{maintaining order outside the prison 
and were implicitly obeyed: 

The released prisoners in the Mater 
Misericordia hospital say that the pri- 
son staff officers and ordinary staff 
officers at Mount Joy Were kind tn 
their treatment of them; their worst 
hardships were uncomfortable beds. 
/They were indigant at two proposals 
made to them by the authorities, 
which implied that certain of the men 
jshould desert their colleagues, Their 
attitude was “all, or none.” 


ENTIRE CHANGE 
IN IRISH PONICY. 

LONDON, April 14.—The release of 
the Irish prisoners was by direct order 
of General Sir Neville MacCready, and 
marks the beginning of an entire 
change in the Irish policy, according 
to a prominently-displayed statement 
in the Daily Mail. 

When it became clear sometime ago, 
says the paper, that the pollcy of re- 
pression was leading to dissatisfaction, 
|the premier decided to change the 
|poltcy, and, if necessary, get rid of 
lthe men associated with the old re- 
gime.. He suddenly and without warn- 
ing told J. I. MacPherson, chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, that he was to bo 
moved to the pensions ministry, and 
appointed General MacCready in com- 
mand for the troops, without consult- 
ing the Irish office.

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POULTRYMEN 
HEAR THREE 


ADDRESSES 


Junior Members of Poultry and, 
Pet Stock Association Have 
the Floor 


—— 


Three most interesting and instruc-| 
tive addresses were delivered at the 
meeting of the Edmonton Poultry and 
Pet Stock ussvc'ation, held in the 
Dominion block Wednesday night. The 
speakers were R. F. Innismore, Dom- 
{inion egg inspector for Alberta, who 
has just arrived fro mthe east, and 
Masters Jack Wlikinson, and Mor- 
ville Hunter, two of the junior mem- 
bers of the association. | 

Mr. Innismore in his address brief- 
ly outlined the necessity for legisia- 
tion In the matter of buying and sell- 
ing eggs, and pointed out that steps 
had been taken to have all eggs) 
and sold on a strictly quality basis. 

Master Morville Hunter who ts only! 
fourteen years old, and has been in 
the poultry business for some time, 
ably delivered a paper on the subject 
of “an Alberta winter in a chicken 
pen.” In his lecture he said that far) 
too often when the “chicken pen’ is} 
mentioned people think of a knock-| 
down shack full of cracks with a 
leaky roof and a dirt floor. Ohickens 
as well as animals should have com- 
fortable quarters, and in this country 
the chicken coops must be made very 
substantial, especially if fancy poultry 
ig to be kept. 

First Necessity Suitable Building. 

“For one starting in the business the 
tiret necessity is a suitable building,” 
he gaid. The walls of the chicken pen 
or coop may be double, and have 
building paper on both sides of the 
estuddingy, thue forming an air space 
between the walls; or a single wall} 
with four inches of straw packed in 
between the wall and slats tacked on! 
the inside of the studdings. I, person- 
ally prefer the latter as it enables one 
to overcome excessive dampness which 
always comes at the time of a thaw. | 
From my short lived experience I! 
would recommend that the building) 
should be from twelve to fifteen feet) 
deep, should face the south and the} 
front should have a combination 
glass and cotton, particular attention 
being given to the necessity of having 
the glass so arranged as to give the) 
most sunlight all over the pen during 
the day. As the winter nights are 
long and there is a great possibility 
of the birds chilling and their combs 
freezing ,it is advisable to have cotton 
curtains to hang in front of the roosts 
at night. I do not approve of having 
artificlal heat in the pen. 


of | 


“The food is anpther important} 
factor in successful “poultry raising 
especially in the winter time. Grain is 


advisable for the morning feed, while 
some prefer a hot mash at noon and 
again at night or visa-versa. Because! 
of the length of time that the snow 
is on the ground it is a good plan to} 


soak alfalfa in boiling water, and feed |e 


it every day. It fs also advisable to 
feed them some oyster shell and some 
grit and bone. Many are feeding dry 
chop in hoppers with splendid desults, 
Snow in Preference to W ater, 

“In the winter time when the 
thermometer is registering more than 
20 degrees below zero, I have found 
it advisable to give birds snow in pre- 
ference to water, or if I give them wat- 
er only leave it in the dish for a short 
time, as there !s great danger of 
freezing the birds wattles. 

“Unfortunately this last winter has 
been exceptionally long, and it ‘has 
been very difficult as ‘well as eXx- 
pensive to bring birds through in prop- 
er condition. The fowl have been 
housed practically from the middle of 
October .and have not been able to get 
range other than their winter seratch- 
ing quarters, and as a result there !s 
going to be no little dissappolntment 
in the fertility of the eggs, and the 
vitality of the young chicks. The late 
apting will necessitate late chicks, and 
nnleas we are favored with a late fall,

not productive.” 

Jack Wilkinson, who ts sixteen years 
old, and’ one of the members of the 
firm of J. B. Wilkinson & Sons, Bd- 
monton, spoke on the subject of “Why 
I am Interested in Pountry.” 


“The three principal reasons that I 
am interested In poultry,” Jack told 
his audience, “are because {t Is some- 
thing that T can have for myself, 
there is a certain amount of money 
in it, and lastly, but not least, there 
ig the sclentific aspect, the develop- 
ment of breeds of poultry. 

“In all there are nine classes of 
poultry and it is Interesting to note 
that they were divided according to 
countries. The Mediterrian breeds for 
instance have been bred for egg pro- 
duction, and in most cases are a small 
and active bird, The Asiatic and Eng- 
lish breeds on the other hand have 
been bred more for size and the meat 
that they would produce, and less at- 
tention has been paid to egg produc- 
tion. The Amerfenn breeds, however, 
are again different and might be term- 
ed dual purpose, In building up the 
American breeds, the breeders have 
had {n mind both egg production and 
meat, and have combined both in the 
breeds. 

Orpingtons Stand Frost. 

“We have found that the orping- 
tons although belonging to the heavy 
or meat producing class, to lay as 
heavy if not heavier than any of the 
other, breeds that we raise on our 
plant, and that the rocks ,also a fair- 
iy heavy breed, run a close second. It 
was noticed, however, that the orp- 
ingtons thay lay the most eggs are 
not always the largest bfrds of the 
breed, but in most all cases are med- 
jum sized. 

“From our experience we have been 
led to believe that rose combed birds 
particularily rose combed rocks, are 
far superior to single combed birds 
in this country. 
rocks in most every case stopped lay- 
ing as soon as the combs were tipped 


by frost, while on the other hand the; 


rose combed birds that were subject 
to the same frost kept right on laying. 
‘This in @ measure can be attributed 
to the fact that the single combs are 
very much finer and much easier to 


| freeze, 


“As'to the tyfe of birds to breed, I 
have always found the utility breeds 


\to be profitable and always in good 


demand providing you have the right 
kind of stock, however, the bantams 
are very nice birds to raise, and from 
our experience we have found them to 


/ be probably the most economical of all 


to breed.”

Free Press, Winnipeg, April 12. 
The area betweeh Gilbert Plains, 
Man., and Dauphin, Man., about 200 


miles northwest of Winnipeg, is to be! 


explored for oil by the Anglo-Domin- 
jon company, A. F. A. Coyne, manag- 
ing director and Canadian financial 
comm ’'ssioner of the company, who is 
Winnipeg, announced today. In 
addition 30 wells will be sunk tn Sep- 
tember in the territory, 867 square 
miles in extent, between Athabasca 
Landing and Fort Mackenzie, between 
190 and 260 miles north of Edmonton, 
according to Mr, Coyne. The leases 
for this cround have been all filed on, 
he announced. The yield from these 
30 wells is expected to be between 
v,000 and 10,090 barrels, At House 
river, on the Athabasca river, it Is re- 
ported, one well spouted 600 barrels 
in 7 minutes on Oct. 18, 1919. Piping 
valued at $1,000,000 and 80 drilling 
outfits are held under option by the 
company, and these wi'll arrive in the 
country prior to the commencement 
of operat'ons in September.

The operetions of the company will 
commence on and around the Atha- 
basca river in September. It has an 
initial captial, underwritten by im-

; east bank, It then followed up on 
the east side of the Pine, in its course 
; from north-west to south-east, until at 
ja distance of something over 100 m les 
\from St. John it left the waters of the 
| Pine and struck north acrosg the hills 
| which formed height of land between 
‘the waters of the Pine and of the 
Nelson. The distance across the 
hills was about ten miles. On the 
north side of the hills the head waters 
of Conroy creek, a tributary of the 
Big Sicannie or west fork of the Nel- 
son, where followed for some f'fteen 
‘or twenty miles northward. Then 
the trail left Conroy creek and struck 
westward some fifteen miles to the 
B'g Sicannie, The trail continued on 
by way of the Fish lakes to Fort Nel- 
son. 
jhorses at the river and went down 
Stream to Nelson by canoe. After 
the treaty payment had been made 
the party returned by the same route 
and means of conveyance. 

The point on the Big Sicannte from 
which the party took canoes, ‘s about 
30 miles above the main forks of the 
Nelson. The forks are about 60 
miles about Fort Nelson.

seasons, -In reply to an enquiry by 
The Bulletin Mr. Laigd says: “My

hilly country, than the one you sug- 
gest from the Clearwater river, From 
what I gathered from the Fort Nelson 
Indians, the country south to 
Clear hills, ‘9 comparatively level, and 
; would not present any great diffi- 
leulties in making a good sleigh trall. 
/The Dunvegan Beaver Indians have 
also reported the country to be fairly 
level north of the Clear hills.” 

Speaking of the navigabillty of the 
Nelron, Mr. Laird says: 

“T found the upper part of the 
Fort Netson or Sicann'‘e chief river to 
be shallow and full of ripples, 
had good water below the confluence 


of July and in the early part of Aug- 
ust in both years, 1911 and 1912. T 
may say the summer of 1912 was an 
exceptionally dry one. If this was 
the case there should be ample water 
for flat boats in the spring months.

Most Compiled from Explorations 

Mr. Laird accompanied 
with a map comoiled from the explor- 
ations of Mr, Milligan, P.L.S., during 
& period of two years ,in the part of 
Brit'sh Columbia north of the Peace 
and east of the tnountains. Mr. Mil- 
ligan was in the gervice of the gov't. 
of British Columbia, and the map is 
prepared by the surveyor generals of- 
fice of that province. The map gives 
a large amount of information as to 
Streams, trails, ete, It locates the 
Forks of the Nelson some distance 
further east than the Dom'nion maps. 
The Dominion maps locate the Forks 
west of the 122nd meridian Mr. 
Milligan gives the location as east of” 
that meridian. From the’ most 
northerly bend of the Dunvegan-St 
John trail at the Clear river, the di- 
rect distance to the Forks is less than 
150 miles, From St. John the dis- 
tance {g about the same. From all 
information that can be gathered it 
would seem likely that the country 
draining from the Clear hills into the 
North Pine is lightly wooded. The 
map shows a trail crossing the Clear 
hills due north of St. John. On the 
north side of the hills the 
trail strikes the head waters of a fork 
of the east branch of the Nelson, 
but turning westerly, within a few 
miles it strikes the head of a tributary 
of the west branch. Following this 
latter the course would be direct to 
the Forks. Following this route—'f 
;it were found practicable, the distance 
|from the trail at Clear river to the 
Forks would not be more than 175 
miles at the outside. From the Clear 
river to the point at which the trail

Having ratified the peace treaty, 
joined the League of Nations, and 
participated in the international 
labor convention, the Government 
is now wondering whether the re- 
solutions passed at the convention 
have the force of international law 
and whether Parliament is bound 
to pass and enforce an eight-hour 
day law throughout Canada. 

Aside from the ridiculous posi- 
tion of the Government in not 
knowing what it has done, the 
question is one of some material 
importance to the country. The 
United States not having ratified 
the treaty, is not bound by the con- 
ventions of the labor conference. 
If Canada is obliged to pass an 
eight-hour law of general applica- 
tion, while United States workers 
are free to work as long hours as 
they choose, our chances of pro- 
ducing to sell in the United States 
or in competition with U.S. pro- 
ducts is handicapped.

The health of the 
public is a proper and admitted 
matter of concern to the Federal 
authorities; while the Government | 
stands pledged to help the cause; 
of technical education but as yet 
has done nothing locally in that 
direction. If this land were offer- 
ed to the city, at a price and upon 
terms which the city could meet, 
the citizens would be given the 
chance to secure a permanent and 
desirable central park, and avail- 
able and altogether suitable re- 
creation grounds, while the build- 
ings already erected could be 
adapted to use as a ‘technical 
school at a minimum of cost. 

These are considerations which 
ought to be urged upon the Gov- 
ernment, immediately and ener- 
gotically, They are considerations! 
to which attention must be paid if 
the Ministers are prepared to deal 
fairly with the city, if they take 
a serious view of their responsibili- | 
ties regarding public health, if! 
thore is any meaning in the ‘‘town'! 
planning'’ schemes that have been 
talked about so much in recent 
years, and if the Government's 
pledge to help technical education 
is to be fulfilled. 

Thore is no reason to assume 
that the Government is either 
hostile toward the city’s proposal 
or indifferent toward it, and that 
it is useleas to urge our claims 
for preferential treatment. J} ut 
it would be folly to suppose that 
those claims would make them-| 
selves apparent at Ottawa, with- 
out action on the part of the 
council, anfficiently to close the 
ear of the Government to other 
offers that may bo made.

These aro times of financial 
stringency around the Federal 
treasury, as elsewhere.

They come out 
of the pockets of the people; and no- 
body escapes. The nine million people 
of Canada are called upon to furnish 
the government this year with $325,- 
000,000, which works out at the rate 
of $36.11 per person or $180 for the 
average family of five. Every day in 
the year the Canadian people have 
to put up nearly $300,000 for interest 
alone 

A study of the country’s financial 
situation suggests two main lines of 
desirable policy. One is the rigid 
limitation of national borrowing dur- 
ing the next decade. Our debt is al- 
ready enormous. 
it as amounting to two Dillions we are 
simply trying to humbug cursetves, 
Our debt is in excesg of three billion 
dollars. Our assets, which weave 
“OY Over a bis WolaTs, 
are not in the matin, assets at all in 
the ordinary commercial use of that 
term; they are mostly not realizable 
and as suppliers of revenue they are 
singularly unproductive. Our assets, 
all told, earn for the national treasury 
about one per cent. a year; in any 
cold-blooded commerc.al valuation 
they would be written down about 
eighty per cent. A debt of three bil- 
lion dollars is about enough fer a bd 
country at Canada’s present stage of 
development; and an interest charge 
which eats up one out of every three 
dollars which come into the national 
treasury is about all the country can 
stand.
